How    to    Hang  Picture*. 

lu  regani  to  the  hnuging  ol  pictures, 
a  few  principles  should  not  bo  lost  sight 
of.  lectures  are  o-atle  to  bo  i 
They  should  not  be  hung  so  high  thet 
one  has  to  ttrecth  one's  neck  to  fee  them. 
A  picture  highly  worked  up  in  detail 
Twi  -  wudom  exceileth  folly  »•  r*r  I  should  be  closer  to  the  eye  ihan  a  strong, 
broad  composition,  in  which  all  parts 
ol  the  composition  are  iu  pnt-in  masse: 
Family-pictures  should  be  confined  t 
familyrooms.  The  tight  on  »  pSctur. 
should  come  from  same  side  as  th 
light  iu  pictere.  Pictures  on  the  liee  a 
sight  should  bo  huug  Mat  on  the  wall 
those  above  tho  Hue  of  sight  may,  for 
conscience  ol  iespection,  be  tilted 
•lightly  forward.  Large,  heavy  frames 
should  never  be  tilted  forward  directly 
above  tolas  or  chairs  that  are  close  to 
the  wall.  They  always  b—ra  danger- 
ous. It  is  uot  pleasant  to  have  the  con* 
sciousness  of  a  two-hnndred-pound  man 
just  over  one's  head,  and  his  whole 
body  swung  out  of  the  ceetre  of  gravity. 

Groups  ot  pictures  are  only  effective 
when  there  i*  harmony  of  eubject,  of 
color  and  of  fitness  in  the  framing. 
Old  paintings  and  new  ones  almost  al- 
ways injure  each  other  when  hung  close 
together.  Few  pictures  should  be  hung 
the  diniog-room,  and  care  should  be 
taken  in  selection  of  subjects.  The 
writer  was  once  obliged  to  take  his  din- 
e*r,with  an  Oriential  executioner  itnd  a 
decapitated  victim  on  one  side  of  him, 
and  a  luguhrions  Christian  martyr,  by 
Max,  oe  the  other.  It  was  almost  as 
distressing  as  a  Crucifixion  in  a  billiard- 
room,  or  the  death  ot  Marat  in  a  bath- 
room. It  is  not  appetiiing  to  have 
realistic  pictures  of  dead  fish  indiniag- 
room,  nor  does  it  add  to  the  cheerful- 
ness of  a  parlor  to  give  "The  death-bed 
of  Abraham  Lincoln"*,  prominent  place. 
Glazed  pictures  should  never  haeg  op- 
posite a  window,  as  they  are  sure  to  re- 
flect the  light  difagreeahly.  Masonic 
certificates,  certificates  of  membership 
iu  a  missionary- society  &c,  are  not 
pictures  at  all,  no  matter  how  much  or- 
namented. They  are  parely  personal 
affairs.aed  should  not  be  framed,  or 
hung  at  all.  They  interest  uobody  hut 
the  owner  and  nearest  friends,  and  are 
almost  never  ornamental.  One  should 
not  be  egotistical  in  his  pictures,  any 
more  than  in  his  conversation. — Inde- 
pendent.

Nickname*  of  Oenoratia. 

Kvery  general  of  prominence  had  a 
nickname  bestowed  upon  by  his  troops, 
Some  of  these  names  wore  of  a  sar- 
castic nature,  hnt  usually  they  Indicated 
the  confidence  of  the  men  in  their  leaders 
or  their  admiration  for  them.  General 
Grant  was  commonly  knowu  over  the 
watch-fires  ie  the  army  of  the  Potomai. 
as"Old  United  States, "from  the  initials 
of  his  name,  hut  sometimes  he  was  call- 
ed "Old  Three  Stars,"  that  number  in- 
dicating his  rank  as  lieutenant-general. 
McClellau  was  outleared  to  his  army  as 
••Little  Mac."  Mo«de,who  wore  specta- 
cles, was  delighted  to  learn  that  the  sol- 
dier* had  named  him  "Four-eyed 
George/for  be  knew  that  it  was  not  in- 
tended for  reproach.  Burnside,  the 
colonel  ol  the  1st  Rhode  Island  regi- 
ment, rose  to  the  dignity  ol  "Rhody" 
wheu  he  became  a  general.  Hooker 
un\or  lited  the  sobriquet  ol  "  Fightiug 
Joe,"  though  he  always  lived  up  to  it 
during  his  career  lu  the  field.  Pope 
was  saddled  with  the  title  of  "  Saddle- 
bag Johe"ln  memory  of  bis  famous  or- 
der about  headquarters  bviug  on  horse- 
back. His  men  used  to  say  that  their 
headquarters  moved  pretty  rapidly  at 
times.  Sigel,  the  Germau  general, wits 
kuown  in  the  other coips  as  "Dutchy." 
Hai  cock  won  the  brevet  of  "Superh" 
from  a  remark  mstde  by  General  Meade 
at  Gettysburg,  when  the  Second  Corps 
repultcd  Longstreet's  tueu.  Humphrey, 
being  a  distinguished  tn^iueor,  was  is- 
variahly  styled  "  Old  Mathematics." 
The  Pennsylvania  Reserves  used  to  call 
Crawford  "Physics,"  he  being  a  sur- 
al the  begintiing  of  his  military 
career.  Logan,  with  his  loug  hlack 
hair  and  dark  complexion,  was  "Black 
Jack"  with  his  mee.  Sheridan,  the 
cavalry  leader,  was  "Little  Phil,"  and 
Sherman's  troops  spoke  of  him  as"Old 
Tecumseh."  The  sterlieg  nature  and 
steadfast  purpose  of  Thomas  earned  for 
him  the  significant  aed  familiar  name  of 
Old  Reliahle."  Alexander  McDowell 
McCook,  like  Hooker,  was  called 
'Fighting  McCook."  The  New  York 
:ity  regiments  in  the  fifth  corps  changed 
Sykes  to  »•  Syksey."  Halleck  was  de- 
rely  nicknamed  "  Old  Brains,"  and 
Rosecraes  had  his  name  shortened  to 
Rosey."  Lew  Wallace  was,4Ix>uisa" 
to  the  soldiers  nnder  his  command ;  he 
a  great  favorite  for  his  fighting 
qualities,  and  the  soldiers  adopted  that 
inappropriate  name  lor  want  of  a 
better.  Kearney,  who  had  left  an  arm 
Mexico,  was  invariably  known  in 
the  ranks  as  "One-armed  Phil." 
Bntler  was  styled  "Cockeye,"  for  obvi- 
ous reasons.  Kilpatrick  was  niaknumed 
Kill,"  while  Coster  was  called  "Rieg- 
lets,"  on  account  of  his  long,  flowing 
curls  ;  aud  so  the  catalogue  might  be 
prolonged  indefinitely. 

Among  the  Confederates  familiar 
nicknames  were  not  so  common  as  with 
Federals.  The  soldiers  of  the  army  of 
Northern  Virginia  usually  spoke  of  Gen- 
eral Lee  a*  "Boh  Lee."  Little  Matrnne 
best  known  as  "  Skie  and  Boue." 
Early  called  "Bad  Old  Man,"  and 
Jackson  will  livein  hisiury  as  "  Stone- 
wall."— [Centnry.

The  tendency  of  both  crows  was  I 
hide  the  things  they  had  stolei 
Tbrse  they  wonld  so  deltly  conceal, and 
in  snch  queer  places  thac  there  seemed 
little  hope  of  getting  back  anything  ai 
ter  the  crow  a  had  once  made  off  with 
Jack,  having  hidd-D  some  stolen 
article  very  carelully  nnder  little  heap  of 
leaves  at  the  foot  of  the  tree,  flew  away 
apparently  well  satisfied  with  that  par- 
ticular piece  of  work.  He  had  beeu 
watched,  and  in  his  absence  the  stolen 
property  was  recovered  and  the  leaves 
placed  as  he  had  left  them.

Produce  In  Southern  California 

Nearly  all  the  garden  vegetables  are 
here  raised  by  the  Chinese. 

You  will  find  their  gardens  situaled 
in  different  parts  of  the  city  suburbs. 

They  hire  all  the  land  they  use  s 
yon  will  find  verelablos  In  all  degrees 
ol  progress,  some  ready  to  use 
just  planted. 

u  can  procure  them  fresh  every 
day  In  the  year  as  they  come  round 
every  day  peddling  produ 

They  appear  to  have  the  city  divided 
so  that  each  one  has  his  own  route. 
You  can  hny  for  a  nickle  enough 
dinner  of  three  or  four  persons. 
Some  of  them  have  ranches  as  large 
as  60  to  75  acres  all  planted  to  vegeta- 
bles. 

I  will  give  you  a  lew  statistics  o 
me  of  these  articles. 
Sugar  beets  raised  in  Los  Angeles 
Co.,  1S»2,  8,500,000  pounds  ;  onions, 
ditto,  300,000  pounds  ;  beans,  3,000,- 
000  pounds ;  castor  oil  beans,  1,200,- 
000  lbs. 

Grapes  are  raised  very  extensively 
both  for  wiaes  aod  raisins.  The  grapes 
wine  are  picked  in  bunches 
and  conveyed  to  the  wineries  ol  which 
there  are  ten  in  the  ci|y. 

:  seen  a  dozen  large  teams, 
some  drawn  by  two  horses  or  mules 
and  some  by  Ave  or  six,  following 
behind  the  other ;  the  teams  run  so  for 
or  eight  weeks  steady,  drawing  the 
grape  product. 

The  (rrapes  are  mostly  carted  in  bulk 
and  are  shovelled  out  of  the  wagons. 
They  are  then  run  through  a  pulper  : 
the  pulps  are  p  ut  into  large  red  wood 
tanks  holding  from  1500  to  2000  gals, 
each ;  some  of  ihese  wineries  have  sev- 
eral hundred  of  these  tauks.  The 
pnlp  remains  here  several  daji 
hen  the  jnice  is  drawn  off  and  con- 
uted  into  wine. 

The  pulps  etc.,  what  would  be  term- 
ed pomice  east  is  afterwards  used  to 
make  grape  brandy.  There  are  sev- 
eral kinds  of  wine  made,  such  as  Zan- 
fadel,  Port,  Angelica,  White,  etc. 

Good  wine  can  be  bought  for  a  dol- 
lar a  gallon. 

Grapes  are  sold  at  the 
*ldper  too. 

The  grapes  used  to  make  raisins  are 
the  white  Muscat,  such  as  I  have  seen 
east,  packed  in  sawdust.  These  when 
ripe  are  cnt  in  bunches  and  laid  00  trays 

dry :  they  are  turned  each  day,  and 

about  a  week  ore  dry  enough  ;  they 
axe  then  gathered  lroru  the  trays  aod 
put  into  what  is  termed  a  sweat-box 
after  which  they  are  ready  for  boxing. 

These  grapes  before  dryiog  sell  for 

7.50  per  ton. 

The  grape  vines  are  treated  different- 
ly from  what  they  are  cast. 

They  are  trimmed  each  season  aud 
the  stalk  is  seldom  lelt  over  four  feet 
from  the  ground.  This  is  trimmed 
dowo  every  seasoo  ;  the  stalk*  in  a  few 
years  get  qnite  large.  The  vines  grow 
aod  then  the  grapes  appear  the  same 
on.

Honey  is  raised  to  a  great  extent,  as  if  ti 
indeed  it  is  all  through  So.  California. 

Good  straioed  hooey  can  be  bought 
for  6  cents  a  pound  by  the  can  of  five 
gallons  which  cootaina  60  lhs . 
each. 

The  hooey  is  vary  floe  and  docs  not 
taste  as  it  does  east.  It  has  a  nicer 
flavor  than  it  doe*  there.  This,  I  sup- 
pose, Is  on  acconut  of  tbe  great  care 
given  it.

An  Old  Time  Cuatom 

Walter  Scott  thus  describes  iu  Be- 
trothed" the  manoer  ol  lighting  the 
bauquet  ball  in  tbe  twelfth  century,  by 
means  of  waxeo  turche*,  oue  of  which 
graduated  for  the  purpose  of  mark- 
log  the  passing  time,  and  dividing  it 
into  portions.

(oueol  Mr.  Hull's  new  »  bite  seedlings) 
has  foreigu  blood  uiul  I  don't  wonder 
you  do.    Mnoy  supposed  it 

ith  the  ChiiFselos,  but  it  is  qiiilo 
certain  that  it  is  pure  native  slock.  It 
is  perfectly  hardy  aud  1ms  never  had 
the  slightest  protection— uot  ovco  hav- 
ing been  taken  down  from  the  polo  lo 
which  it  is  trained.  Iu  foliage  is  its 
thick  as  thut  of  the  Coueord  and  slitnds 

igninst  mil  Jew  aud  mist  in  well 
the  Concord.    I  crossed  tlio  Couci 
with  Hamhurg,  Syrian,  Froutignao  and 
Chssselas  many  years  ago  (1852) 
got  about  100  seodliuga.  but  they  would 
not  stand  the  winter  and  died  out. 
did  uot  protect  them  niter  plnotiug  them 
out,  for  if  uot  qnito  linrdy  tboy 
be  of  no  use  to  our  Munsacliusciis  peo- 
ple. 

The  Coueord  has  given  1110  21  wbil 
seedlings  of  wbicb  four  have  beeu  valt 
able,  but  from  these  white  sccdliugs 
have  coino  only  blnck  grapes,  with  the 
single  exception  of  tho  ltositlio— the  rod 
grape.  I  laid  don  a  this  rule  to  my  -ell 
in  the  hegiuniug— iho  seedling  grape 
hi  :  Kim,  jicrfeetly  hardy  ;  ilicn 
>t  have  in  their  order  these  quid- 
itles— carlincss,  prolific  henriug,  quul- 
ity,  sixe,  beauty.  To  this  cuit  1  ex- 
posed the  seediiugs  to  ilie  vicissitudes 
of  season  without  proiucliou  from  iho 
begiouiug.  When  the  Concord  ripen- 
ed its  first  lruit,  1  lie  possibilities  of  the 
future  dawned  up  iu  mo,  aud  1  determ- 
ined io  raise  sccdliugs  froui  il  by  succes- 
sive descent  until  the  c'imnx  of  the  best 
possible  grape  was  reached.  The  ad- 
vance is  by  no  menus  sternly,  but  ou 
quality  after  nnotber — size,  ecu-ton, 
texture,  etc.,  cropped 
out  occasionally.  Theso  divergencies 
were  followed  up  from  tho  first  crop  of 
Concords  in  IS-J',1,  to  this  time. 

The  best  seedlings  on  trial  numbered 
125  at  the  highest  point,  but  have  boon 
weeded  out  from  time  io  time  uetil  21 
only  remain  having  desirable  qualities 
md  promising  well.  Out  ol  22,000 
seedlings  raised  since  1819,  I  do  uot 
remember  a  single  one  showing  any 
sign  el  cross- hreediug,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  those  which  I  purposely  crossed. 
Our  wild  gropes  on  tho  river  backs 
ow  u  great  diversity  of  color  and  oth- 
er qualities.  Thoy  have  prohitbly  mixed 
for  ages  and  so  huvc  the  spirit  ol 
chauce  iu  them  hy  iolicriiancc.  I  have 
noticed  an  apparent  movemeut  to  go 
back  to  the  ancient  condition,  some  ol 
the  seedlings  being  very  wild  nnd  linrsh 
much  more  thau  the  mother  *of  the 
Concord.  The  foi  ward  movement 
mnst  be  helped  hy  the  art  of  the  hen 
cultnrist — liberal  feeding  of  wood  asl 
pure  soil,  warm  nnd .  light,  itud 
good  aspect  with  iulcliigcnt  pruning 
aud  training.  After  all,  tho  prizes  will 
be  few,  but  there  will  he  prizes^  nnd 
the  prediction  el  Prof.  Agi 
fifty  years  you  will  have  better  grapes 
than  tbe  Freoch,"  moy  yet  he  verified.
